DRINGING CONGRESS TO ACT
Presidens Roosevelt has scorad an-
othar decisive victory over the reac-
tlonaries In congreas, with the respit
that plans for an adjounrnment of pres-
ent sosuslon on or before May 18 have
been abandoned and the leaders in
both senate and honse have begin the
preparation of a legislative program
looking to final action upon all the
matters of Importance urged for con-
gideration by the president (n his
latest message to congress. This In-
cludes:
Amendment
law,

An antl-injunction bl

Provision for a tariff Investigation.

An émargency currency mensure
Compensation to injured government em-
ployes,
Continuation of
commission,

The president’s message nlso  ad-
vised legislation on a chlld labor law
for the District of Columbia and a pos-
tal savings bank system, but they may
be deferred for future consideration,
although it is now quite plain that the
other six measures advoecated by the
president will be seriously considered,
even if satisfactory legislation is not
secured upon all of them. The house

agreement before adjournment day,
which 18 now tentatively fixed for the
firet week in June.

Most of the measures to be acted
upon have already been the subject of
very general discussion 1n  congress
and o the public prose. Their ennct-
ment into tegisintion depends only on
a willingness of members of the senate
and houee to make the concessions
necessary to get toegther. This wil-
lingness is steadily becoming apparent
in the reorganized program for the
sesalon.

This change of front on the part of
congress is doubtless due to the con-
vicetion that President Roosevelt Is
voiclng public sentiment and that fafl-
ure to act on his recommendations in
good faith would be placed at the
doors of members who must go before
thelr constituenta in the coming cam-
puign and render accoufit of their pub-
He services. Congress has been wont
to pay little heed to the message of a
president during his last year (n office,
particularly when he was not a cand{-
date for re-election, but Mr. Roosevelt
has broken another precedent in that
respect. The president, In this case,
represents very fairly the collective
ideas of the country for the legislation
he has urged, and the people always
have the last word.

CGROWLNG BTRENGTH OF MR. TAFT.
The New York Tribune, recognized
as a high republican authority in that
state and unquestionably In position
to estimate the strength of various
presidential candidates in New York
and surrounding states, openly con-
cedes the certaln nominstion of Mr.
Taft at the Chleago convention, and,
in g0 doing, admits that Governor
Hughes of New York is no longer a
factor to be reckoned with in shaping
the results of that comvention. The
Tribune's expression of convictlion is
based upon returns of the state con-
ventions and in careful canvasses and
estimates in states that have not yet
named delegates. Refusing to hold out
encouragement to the Hughes support-
ers, when uncertainty as to the result
gt Chicago has passed, the Tribune
BAYS! '

It I8 our econviction, based on the facts
which we have ‘published, and on proba-
bijitieg mo sirong us to be scarcely dis-
tingulshable from facts, that the choles
of the republican convenilon for president
of the United Btates has now boen de-
termined and that the nomination of Mr.
Taft has bean foreordained. If nothing
more than what seems to be already in
sight should oocur between tlhiis dute and
June 18 our bellef in that Mr, Talt would
enter the convention with a secure ma-
Jority of the delogates behind him and be
nominated om the first ballot—probably by
not fewer than BN voles oul of 8. But
the tide is setiing so strongly in Lis favor
that the natursl process of accretion is
likely to increase his majority beyond the
dimensions now clearly discernible,

The fallure of Governor Hughes to
secure support outside his own state
has made It plain even to his most en-
thusiastio admirers that his candidacy
could not be pushed with any great
promise of supccess at Chicago, The
Tribune admits that this is so and
joine in approving a growing senti-
ment in New York for a renomination
of Goverpor Hughes, even intimating
that the offer of the nomination as
viee president would: probably be re-
jected by the govermor in order that
he may respond to what he considers
a higher obligation o serve his own
people for apother term In the execu-
tive chalr at Albany.

RESULY OF THE BOND ELECTJON.
The result of the special election

The reasons why these bonds should
be authorized were set forth before
the election and seem (o0 have appealed,
convinciugly to the voters. The carry-
lag of the bonds wmeans that Omaba
will eontinue o go forward o the
work of public improvements, that the
extension of Its paved stroér ares will
proeesd, that the park approaches and
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the outgrown court houst and jail will
be replaced with a modern and more
sultable and adequate structure, Sev-
eral difficult problems are silll (o be
worked out In connection with the
ocourt house proposition, particularly
that of providing Jail facilities during
the time that the néw buliding Is un-
der construction. We may be confi-
dent, however, that all these difficul-
ties will be satisfactorily met In some
way.
Omaha and Douglas couniy are to
be congratulated on the assurance of
continued forward movement in street
improvements and bullding operations.
EENATOR BAILEY'S VICTURY,
United States Senator Joseph Wel-
don Balley of Texas will lead the dale-
gation of his state to the national con-
vention at Denver, having won the dis-
tinetlon fn one of the most Dbitterly
contested primary election fights ever
beld. The voie at the primaries was
roally a test of democratic semtiment
in Texas as to whether Balley ghonld
be continued In the service of ths
state at Washington. While his sue-
coss will naturally be considered by
him as a vindieation, the fact remains
that he was chosen as & delegate by
& narrow margin, where he has here-
tofore been able to have practically
the unanimous eupport of his party
for any honor or position he desired.
The opposition to Bailey bhas been
growing ever since the legislative in-
vestigation which developed the fact
that he had close professional and
personal relations with representitives
of the Standard Oll company, which
was then fighting for its life In Texas:
The charge was made that Senator
Ballégy recelved large pamounts of
money from the Standard under the
guise of retainera which repregented
pay for his political influence in secur-
ing the privilege for Standard to re-
engage In business in Texas. Senator
Balley contended that the money was
in part a loan, which he repaid, and
in part fees earned by legitimale pro-
fessional serviees. He insists that his
position ns United States senator does
not bar him from earning all the
money he can by the practice of his
profession,
On that question the Texas demo-
erats took Issue with Balley. They
held that the ethics of the case de-
manded that he should not, while
serving in the United States senate,
accept a fee from a company which
was fghting his state in the courts.
Benator Balley admits that he has be-
come comparatively wealthy during
his service In the United States senate,
but Insists that his official consclence
has not troubled him about his service
as attorney for the Standard, which
was in litigation with beth the state
of Texas and the United States. While
the primary electlon may serve to
satisty Senator Bailey add his follow-
ers, the public will be slow to restore
him to the high esteem In which he
was held as an able lawyer and party
leader before his connectlon with the
Ol1 trust was exploited.

PARK BOARD "HOW-DY-D0."

Ih the language of the classic
mikado, the appointment of a new
Park board for Omaha by the district
court judges promises us “‘a pretty
how-dy-do.” Not only have the judges
drawn on this musical masterplece of
Gilbert & Bulllvan in this way, but
they have further complicated the sit-
uation "“a la Buttércup’ in the far-
famed Pluafore by mixing up the
terms of the three reappointed park
commissioners so that only one of
them succeeds himself. As the may-
or's appointee, "Pooh-Bah"” Cornish
will have to refuse to yileld to his
newly named successor. while as judi-
clal appointee “Pooh-Bah" Cornish
will have to demand the place
formerly occupied by “‘Nanki-Pooh®
Mills, term expired. And ip the mean-
time the flowers will bloom in the
spring tra la,

Beriously speaking, however, the
Park board “How-dy-do" presents a
two-fold question of law by which it
must be detenmined:

Firsl—Can the leglslature legally
take away from a community lke
Omaha the control of its purely local
affairs, Involving the management of
property ocly, and lnvest it in the peo-
ple of a judicial district consisting of
four counties in which Omaha need
not have a preponderant voice?

Becondly—Can the legislature le-
gally vest the judielary with the ap-
poimtment of purely administrative
officers, thus breaking down the com-
plete separation of judicial and execu-
tive departments of government which
the constitution makers thought they
were firmly establishing?

Whether one or the other of the
two park boards has a valid clalm to
office will depend upon the apswers
which the supreme court gives to these
two questions. Under the clroum-
stances all contenilon and  turmoll
should be suspended while the issue {8
promptly jolned and put up to the
court with s request for the speediest
possible determination.
